"M ust" Tasks"~Lor This Week 


At least five tasks face th e sub­ 
u rb an an d rural gardener an d hom e 
ow ner th is week, tasks w hich c a n ­ 
not w ith safety and wisdom be p ost­ 
poned la te r because the im p o rta n t 
fac to r of tim e is waving its w arn in g 
flag. T h ey are: 
1. P la n t pop com . As here stressed 
ea rlier in the spring, pop corn should 
be p la n te d before field corn in o rd er 
to give th e crop plenty of tim e to 
m a tu re fully on the stalk d u rin g 
th e w arm days of late August an d 
early Septem ber. If this work h as 
been delayed, complete it th is week. 
Pop corn is a valuable cron to grow 
for hom e use. It should be given 
a fertile, well prepared loam and 
not shuffled off to a neglected, le ft­ 
over nook. 
2. S et out pepper plants. Sweet 
peppers are not only a ta sty vege­ 
table to incorporate in green salads 
and to cook 
with 
various 
m eat 
dishes, but they are ex cep tio n al^ 
n o u rish in g sources of valuable v it­ 
am in s and m inerals. T hey should 
find a prom inent place in every vc 
getable garden. Of course, to

Lima beans dem and certain cul- 
ural practices w hich are not neces- 
ary in growing 
sn ap 
and 
field 
leans. First 
they should not be 
slanted until th e sod is w arm , else 
em an atio n will br poor. Next, it is 
eldom wise to tu rn un d er a 4ienvy 
pplication of stable m an u re or ap- 
oly fertilizer w ith a high nitrogen 
•ontent. And of course, the fragile 
jlants 
cannot 
push 
th e ir 
way 
hrough baked or otherw ise crusted 
oils. 
In th is latitu d e it is advisable to 
.ake 
several 
p la n tin g s 
of 
Lima 
leans between May 15 and June 30 
ti order to have a continuous suc- 
ossion ol fresh bt an s for im m ediate 
able use anti ta n n in g 
until fall 
rests ariive. Most bush Lim as reach 
rearing size in 62 to 78 days after 
banting; pole varieties require IO 
0 20 days m ore tim e. 
The tern “b u tte r" bean Is grad u ­ 
ally 
disappearing 
from 
common 
usage in referring to Lim a beans, 
although in th e South it is perhaps 
firmly established, especially in ap ­ 
rication to Hie Sieva or Carolina 
variety of pile Lima, C ertainly it 
not correct to call all varieties 
"butter’’ beans.
